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:STATE  FAIR  OF  1882. 


The  Premium  List  of  the  North  Carolina  Agricultural  Society 
for  its  Twenty-Second  Annual  State  Fair,  to  be  held  at  Raleigh, 
N.  C,  beginning  on  the  i6th  day  of  October  next,  is  herewith 
presented.  It  has  been  thoroughly  revised  and  re-arranged,  and 
the  Premiums  have  been  made  as  liberal  as  the  financial  condition 
of  the  Society  will  justify.  In  revising  the  list,  increased  premiums 
have  been  offered  for  such  crops,  implements  and  machines,  as  the 
immediate  interests  of  the  Farmers  of  the  State  seem  to  require. 

The  premiums  for  improved  cattle  have  also  been  increased, 
the  introduction  of  improved  breeds  of  cattle,  and  the  encourage- 
ment of  their  propagation,  being  leading  features  in  the  policy  of 
the  Society.  As  a  rule,  premiums  are  offered  in  all  Departments, 
for  the  second  as  well  as  first  grade  of  e.xcellence,  thus  enabling 
the  Society  to  make  a  fuller  recognition  than  heretofore  of  meri- 
torious efforts. 

The  Fair  Grounds  embrace  a  tract  of  fifty  acres  of  land  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  Raleigh,  elevated  and  airy,  which  have  been 

:  improved  with  buildings,  sheds  and  race  track,  at  a  cost  of 
over  fifty  thousand  dollars.  The  grounds  lie  on  the  lines  of  Rail- 
roads, extending  east,  west,  north  and  south,  to  the  extremities  of 
the  State.  The  buildings,  sheds  and  wells  are  being  thoroughly 
renovated  and  repaired,  and  such  improvements  made  on  the 
grounds  as  will  conduce  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  visitors, 
and  to  the  protection  and  care  of  exhibits  of  all  kinds. 

It  is  believed  that  the  exhibition  of  1882  will  embrace  an  uir- 
usually  great  variety  of  articles  of  rare  merit,  of  horses  and  stock, 
of  agricultural  products  and  fruits,  of  the  handiwork  of  ladies,  and  of 
decorative  art.  The  large  and  numerous  premiums  offered  to 
growers  of  cotton,  should  bring  an  increased  numbei-  of  competitors. 
For  tobacco  the  premiums  are   also    numerous  and  valuable,   and 

:  the  Society  solicits  an  increased  number  of  exhibits  as  being  a  lead- 
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ing  staple  product  of  the  State.     Large  premiums   are   offered  fo 
hay,  for  cot-ton  seed  cleaners,  and  for  fruit  and  fruit  dryers. 

The  purses  for  the  trials  of  speed  have  been  increased,  and  tha 
conditions  so  modified,  that  greater  interest  and  competition  wiU 
be  secured.  The  Society  is  advised  of  a  full  attendance  of  horse^ 
to  compete  for  these  premiums.  The  manufacturers  of  cotton  and 
woolen  goods  in  North  O.rolina  have  been  invited  to  exhibit  a 
sample  bale  of  all  the  articles  they  produce,  and  the  invitation  is 
again  repeated  here  and  their  acceptance  solicited. 

The  First  Annual  Fair  of  the  Fruit  Growers  of  the  State,  to  be 
held  at  Greensboro  on  the  gth  and  loth  of  August,  will  be  availed 
of  to  secure  a  full  and  complete  display  of  late  fruits  at  the  State 
Fair  in  October.  The  present  prospect  for  a  large  crop  of  all  kinds 
of  fruits  justify  the  expectation  of  a  most  attractive  display  in  this 
Department. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Ex-Confederate  Soldiers  of  North 
Carolina  will  be  held  at  the  Fair  Grounds  during  the  week,  when 
the  veterans  of  many  campaigns  may  touch  elbows  and  fight  their 
battles  o'er  again.  A  full  programme  for  their  re-union  will  be 
found  on  another  page. 

Bands  of  Music  will  be  in  attendance  at  the  Grand  Stand  and 
General  Exibition  Hall,  to  enliven  the  time  and  entertain  visitors 
with  the  very  best  musical  selections.  Arrangements  will  also  be 
made  for  a  cotillion  band  in  a  suitable  place,  so  that  the  young 
people  may  enjoy  dancing  as  well  as  music. 

The  general  programme  of  the  Fair  is  so  arranged  that  each  of 
the  three  days,  Wednesday,  Thursday  and  Friday,  will  l?e  a  big 
day. 

The  Executive  Committee  have  found  it  necessary  to  make  two 
changes  in  the  general  arrangements  of  the  Fair,  of  which  they 
desire  to  submit  a  brief  explanation.  For  many  years  the  Grand 
Stand  has  been  open  and  free  to  all  visitors,  every  one  enjoying 
the  comfortable  and  shady  seats,  and  the  view  of  the  trials  of 
speed  without  charge.  No  similar  liberality  is  extended  to  visitors 
by  any  Fair  in  the  country,  north  or  south  of  us.  The  Grand 
Stand  cost  the  Society  a  very  large  sum  of  money,  and  to  maintain 
it  in  good  order,  and  to  enai^lc  the  Society  to  enlarge  the  piemiums. 
for  speed  trials,  it  has  been  decided  to  make  a  small  charge  for  admis-' 
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sion  to  the  seats  in  the  second  story,  and  the  dancing  floor  above. 
Ladies,  and  children  under  12  years  of  age,  accompanying  their 
parents,  will  be  admitted  free.  Gentlemen  will  be  charged  25  cents, 
good  for  the  ivholc  day.  The  Society  is  satisfied  the  public  will  not 
regard  this  charge  as  unreasonable,  and  that  the  arrangement  will 
be  found  to  promote  the  comfort,  and  add  to  the  protection  of 
ladies  and  children  especially. 

The  Executive  Committee  have  also  decided  to  reverse  the  pre- 
vious practice,  requiring  that  the  name  of  the  owner  or  producer 
of  any  animal  or  article  on  exhibit  should  not  be  placed  upon  the 
exhibit.  The  only  reason  for  this  rule  is  to  secure  the  impartial  de- 
cision of  judges,  the  ownership  of  exhibits  being  supposed  to  be 
unknown.  They  believe  that  this  rule  should  no  longer  be 
observed,  and  that  the  ownership  or  producer  of  articles  is  a  matter 
of  special  interest  to'  visitors  as  well  as  exhibitors  ;  and  that  the 
interests  of  the  Society  and  of  all  others  will  be  subserved  by  the 
exhibits  bearing  the  name  of  the  owner  or-  producer.  ,  Instead  of 
embarrassing  the  judges  in  making  awards,  they  will  be  under  in- 
creased obligations  to  act  with  impartiality.  The  entry  cards  will 
hereafter  contain  the  name  of  the  Exhibitor  and  his  address,  with 
the  Department,  Premium  number,  and  entry  number  as  hereto- 
fore. 

The  Society  invites  the  people  of  North  Carolina  to  encourage 
by  their  presence  its  efforts  to  promote  and  advance  the  agricul" 
tural  interests  of  the  State,  and  to  bring  something  with  them  to 
add  to  the  Exhibition,  whether  premiums  are  offered  or  not. 
Some  things  may  have  been  overlooked,  and  of  others  there  may 
be  no  information.  Let  us  all  act  together  towards  making  this 
a  grand  display  of  the  products  of  North  Carolina,  including  its 
people,  men  and  women,  young  men  and  maidens,  boys  and  girls. 
Let  all  come,  and  as  many  as  possible  contribute  at  least  one 
article  of  usefulness  or  beauty.  Let  all  come,  bearing  with  them 
sheaves  of  wheat,  the  kindly  fruits  of  the  earth,  or  baskets  of 
flowers,  making  it  a  harvest  home  and  thanksgiving  festival  for 
this  Year  of  Plenty.

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TRANSPORTATION. 

PASSENGERS. 

All  the  Rail  Roads  in  North  Caroling  will  issue  excursion 
tickets  to  the  State  Fair  at  the  rate  of  one  cent  and  a  half  per 
mile  each  way  as  heretofore.  Excursion  trains  will  be  ran  on 
schedules  to  be  arranged  and  announced  in  time,  and  every  facil- 
ity offered  the  public  to  make  the  journey  to  Raleigh  comfortable 
and  expeditious.  The  trains  will  land  passengers  in  the  imme- 
diate proximity  of  the  Fair  Grounds, 

From  Raleigh,  during  the  week,  trains  will  run  over  the  track 
of  the  Raleigh  &  Augusta  Rail  Road  every  fifteen  minutes,  af- 
fording a  cheap  and  speedy  means  of  transit  between  the  city  and 
the  Fair  Grounds. 

The  Rail  Roads  in  North  Carolina  vvill  transport  articles  for 
exhibit  at  the  Fair,  free  of  charge,  but  only  upon  the  following 
rules  :  The  shipper  rami  pjrpay  the  freight  to  Raleigh  at  usual 
rates,  taking  a  Bill  of  Lading,  stating  that  the  article  is  for  ex- 
hibit at  the  Fair.  The  exhibitor  will  receive  from  the  Secretary 
a  certificate  that  the  article  was  exhibited,  and  is  consequently 
entitled  to  free  transportation  back  to  the  point  of  its  origina' 
shipment.  Upon  presenting  the  bills  of  lading  and  the  Secreta- 
ry's certificate  to  the  Agent  at  the  point  of  original  shipment,  the 
freight  money  will  be  refunded.  This  rule  is  a  reasonable  one,  and 
should  be  strictly  observed  by  all  exhibitors. 

Articles  sent  either  by  Rail  Road  or  Express  shoidd  be  pre- 
paid, otherwise  the  Society  will  hold  them  until  it  shall  have  been 
reimbursed  for  all  expenses  incurred. 
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ADMISSIONS  AND  TERMS. 

I.  Each  Exhibitor  will  pay  an  entrance  fee  of  three  dollars  and 
eceive  a  ticket  entitling  him  to  free  admission  to  the  Grounds

libitor,  and  not  be  transferable.  Only  one  member  of  a  firm  can 
laim  the  privileges  of  an  Exhibitor.  Any  number  of  entries  may 
)e  made  by  the  same  person  without  additional  charge.  No 
:harge  made  to  lady  exhibitors  in  Departments  D,  E,  H  and  I, 
md  no  Exhibitors'  tickets  issued  to  them  unless  desired.  Exhibi- 
:ors  must  see  to  the  delivery  of  their  articles  upon  the  grounds, 
md  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  proper  Department. 

II.  When  competition  is  allowed  for  more  than  one  premium 
r>y  one  animal  or  article,  ten  per  cent,  of  the  second  premium 
competed  for  must  be  paid. 

III.  The  Life  Members  are  requested  to  call  in  advance  on  the 
Secretary  and  secure  their  usual  tickets.  The  privileges  of  this 
ticket  embrace  the  admission  of  the  husband,  wife  and  children 
under  12  years  of  age.  In  order  to  avoid  trouble,  separate  tickets, 
when  requested,  will  be  issued  to  the  Life  Member,  and  to  his 
wife.      It  does  not  include  drivers  of  carriages  or  nurses. 

PRICES    OF   .\DMISSION. 

IV.  One  person  to  all  parts  of  the  ground,  50  cents  each  day.

■"Secretary,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  established. 

\TI.  Exhil)itors  requiring  space  are  requested  to  notify  the 
Secretary  as  early  as  possible,  so  that  he  may  know  in  advance 
how  much  space  is  required,  and  be  able  to  make  suitable  assign- 
ments for  all. 
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INSTRUCTIONS  TO  JUDGES. 

I.  The  Award  Book  is  so  arranged  that  one  page  is  given  to 
each  premium  number  of  its  department,  and  all-the  entries  under 
each  head  are  represented  by  its  appropriate  number,  correspond- 
ing to  the  Department,  premium  number  and  entry  number  ort 
the  entry  card. 

II.  Awards  will  be  noted  opposite  the  entry  number,  and  the 
Judges  are  requested  to  make  any  notes  as  to  qualities  of  the  arti- 
cles or  animals  exhibited  that  they  may  deem  proper. 

»  III.  No  premiums  are  to  be  awarded  except  to  articles  of 
merit.  If  only  one  entry  is  made  under  any  head,  not  regarded 
as  excellent,  the  Judges  may  report  it  as  entitled  to  second  premi- 
um, or  none,  at  their  discretion. 

IV.  Upon  the  conclusion  of  their  examinations,  the  Judges  will 
sign  their  names  and  hand  the  Award  Book  to  the  Director  or 
Superintendent  in  charge,  for  immediate  return  to  tlie  Secretary's 
office. 

V.  The  Judges  are  respectfully  invited  to  enter  in  the  book 
any  observations  they  may  choose  to  make  concerning  the  artU 
cles  exhibited,  improved  arrangements  for  their  display,  or  any 
thing  else  \\hich  they  consider  will  promote  the  interest  of  the 
Society. 

VI.  The  Judges  having  reached  a  decision,  will  note  the  same 
in  the  Award  Book,  and  under  their  direction  the  Department 
Superintendent  will  attach  to  the  article  the  ribbon  appropriate  to 
the  award.  The  book  should  then  be  re-examined  to  see  that  nq 
mistake  has  been  made.  A  disagreement  between  the  record  ini 
the  book  and  the  premium  indicated  by  the  ribbon,  causes  serious 
vexation  to  the  exhibitor,  and  embarrassment  to  the  officers  of  the 
Society. 

VII.  Blue  Ribbons  will  indicate  first  premiums  ;  Red  Ribbons, 
second  premiums,  and  White  Ribbons,  where  the  articles  displayed' 
are  meritorious  but  no  premiums  are  offered. 

VIII.  No  person  shall  act  as  Judge  in  any  Department  in  which 
he  shall  be  interested  as  an  exhibitor,  or  the  representative  of  anj 
exhibitor. 

IX.  The  judges  may  call   upon  exhibitors  for  any  information 
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they  may  desire  concerning  the  article  or  animal  exhibited,  but 
will  be  careful  not  to  allow  them  to  interfere  in  any  way  with  the 
awards.  Interference  should  be  reported  to  the  Secretary,  who 
will  lay  the  facts  before  the  Executive  Committee  for  its  action. 

X.  Judges  are  requested  to  report  to  the  Secretary  at  his  office 
at  the  Fair  Grounds  at  lo  o'clock  A.  M.,  on  Wednesday  of  the 
Fair,  and  to  proceed  continuously  with  their  labors  until  comple- 
ted, it  being  desirable  to  conclude  the  examinations  generally  on 
that  day. 

XI.  In  all  cases  where  the  words  "display"  or  "  best  display  " 
are  used,  they  are  to  be  understood  to  relate  first  to  quality,  and 
second  to  quantity. 
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GENERAL  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 

ORGANIZATION. 

I.  Each  Department  will  be  under  the  special  charge  of  one 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  be  known  as  the 
Director  of  that  Department.  He  shall  oversee  the  arrangement 
of  all  articles  offered  for  exhibition,  and  have  control  of  the  space 
assigned  to  it.  He  will  be  assisted  in  his  duties  by  a  special 
Superintendent,  who  will  receive  all  exhibits,  take  personal  charge 
of  them,  countersign  the  Exhibitors'  coupons,  and  deliver  the 
articles  on  the  surrender  of  his  countersigned  coupons.  He  will 
arrange  the  articles  according  to  the  wishes  of  the  Director,  so  as 
to  make  the  most  attractive  display,  and  shall  give  Exhibitors  all 
the  assistance  in  his  power.  He  will  procure  the  Award  Book  of 
his  Department  as  soon  as  it  has  been  written  up,  see  that  all 
articles  entered  therein  arc  in  his  charge  and  in  proper  place, 
and  have  the  Award  Book  ready  for  the  use  of  the  Judges  when 
called  for. 

II.  The  Director  in  charge  and  his  special  Superintendent  shall 
attend  the  Judges  when  making  the  examinations  of  their  respec- 
tive Departments,  and  furnish  them  with  all  required  information. 
The  awards  when  completed  shall  be  signed  by  tht  Judges,  and  . 
also  by  the  Director,  who  will  take  charge  of  the  book  and  return 
it  to  the  Secretary.  As  the  awards  are  made,  the  Director  will 
attach  the  ribbon  indicating  the  award. 

III.  Should  any  of  the  Judges  previously  selected  fail  to  be 
present,  the  Director  of  each  Department  is  authorized  to  select 
others  to  fill  the  vacancies,  always  endeavoring  to  select  only 
persons  qualified  by  their  pursuits  or  experience  to  make  correct 
awards  in  each  special  Department. 

ENTRIES. 

IV.  Entries  of  all  articles  and  animals  should  be  made  at  the 
Secretary's  Office  on  the  Fair  Grounds  before  4  o'clock,  P.  M., 
Tuesday  of  Fair  week,  at  which  hour  the  entry  list  will  l^e  positively 
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iosecl.     No  article  or  animal  will  be  entitled    to  space   until  the 
roper  entry  has  been  made. 

\'.  Exhibitors  will  receive  at  the  Secretary's  Office  an  entry 
ard,  showing  the  Department  in  which  the  article  has  been  en- 
ured, its  premium  and  entiy  numbers,  with  Superintendent's  coupon 
ttached,  duplicating  this  description.  Upon  the  presentation  of 
le  article,  the  Department  Superintendent  will  attach  the  card  to 
he  article,  and  after  countersigning  the  coupon,  return  the  coupon 
o  the  Exhibitor.  The  Superintendent  will  not  allow  the  removal 
'f  the  article  or  animal  until  after  3  o'clock,  P.  M.,  on  Friday  of 
■"air  Week,  and  then  only  upon  presentation  of  the  proper  cou- 
)on.  Upon  its  presentation  he  will  coimtersign  the  entry  card, 
vhich  will  be  authority  for  the  gate  keeper  to  permit  the  removal 
if    the  article  from  the  grounds. 

VI.  Exhibitors  sending  articles  by  express  or  freight  are  re- 
quested to  give  specific  directions  as  to  the  person  to  whom  it  is  to 
)e  returned  with  his  address,  and  the  mode  of  transportation  de- 
,ired.  Freight  must  always  be  prepaid,  otherwise  the  Society  will 
•etain  the  article  until  the  freight  money  shall  have  been  reim- 
bursed, 

VII.  Persons  desiring  space  for  the  exhibition  of  articles  or 
nachinery,  not  entered  for  competition,  must  apply  to  the  Secie- 
ary  as  early  as    possible,   giving  the  name   of  the  exhibitor  and 

irticle,  place  of  residence  and  the  amount  of  space  required. 

VIII.  Exhibitors  of  horses,  cattle,  sheep  and  swine,  will  be  re- 
quired to  display  over  each  stall  or  pen  occupied  by  their  stock,  a 
placard  containing  the  name,  age,  and  breed  of  animal  occupying 
Ithe  stall  or  pen,  and  also  the  name  and  post  office  address  of  the 
owner.  The  placard  will  be  furnished  and  filled  up  at  the  Secre- 
tary's Office. 

,t  IX.  Arrangements  have  been  made  with  responsible  parties 
'to  furnish  corn,  oats  and  hay  on  the  grounds  at  market  prices  in 
-Raleigh,  in  quantities  to  suit  purchases.  Straw  and  bedding 
furnished  without  charge. 

X.  The  Executive  Committee  will  take  every  precaution  for 
the  safe  keeping  of  articles  exhibited,  each  Department  being  in 
charge  of  a  special  Superintendent,  who  will   remain    on  constant 
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duty  during  the  hours  of  exhibition,  and  having  an  efficient  corps  of 
police  and  watchmen,  for  both  day  and  night  service,  but  it  will,  in 
no  case,  be  responsible  for  any  loss  or  damage  that  may  occur. 

OFFICERS. 

XI.  The  active  officers  of  the  Fair,  including  the  President, 
Secretary,  Vice-Presidents,  Members  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
Superintendents,  the  Marshal  and  Assistant  Marshals,  and  other 
employees  wearing  rosettes  and  badges,  shall  be  allowed  to  pass 
and  repass  the  gate-keepers  at  their  pleasure.  The  several  officers 
will  be  designated  as  follows  : 

President,  White  Rosette  ;  Vice-Presidents,  Blue  Rosette ; 
Members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  Blue  Rosette  ;  Secretary, 
Red  Rosette  ;  Treasurer,  Green  Rosette  ;  Chief  Marshal,  Buff 
Rosette  ;  Assistants,  Red,  White  and  Blue  Rosettes  ;  all  others, 
badges  indicating  their  positions.  * 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


XII.  No  person  will  expose  any  article  for  sale  on  the  grounds,* 
unless  licensed  by  the  Society.  No  gambling,  pool  selling,  or 
other  games  of  chance,  will  be  allowed  upon  the  grounds.  Disor- 
derly conduct  will  be  summarily  repressed,  the  officers  of  the  Society, 
and  its  Police  and  Gate-Keepers  having  the  right  to  eject  from  the 
Fair  Grounds,  without  writ,  warrant  or  notice,  any  person  disturb- 
ing its  good  order  and  decorum.  Drunkenness,  quarrelling,  loud 
talking,  cursing  and  foul  language,  are  offences  for  which  ejection 
from  the  grounds  will  be  enforced. 

XIII.  Gate-Keepers  shall  admit  only  persons  having  tickets,  or 
known  liy  their  badges  as  officially  connected  with  the  Fair.  They 
shall  take  up  all  tickets  except  Complimentary,  Life  Members  and 
Exhibitors'  Tickets,  placing  them  immediately  in  the  locked  boxes. 
The  Gate-Keepers  being  clothed  with  police  authority,  are  required 
to  keep  order  at  their  respective  posts. 

XIV.  Fire-works,  jietroleum,  friction  matches,  gunpowder,  or 
other  explosive  or  inflammable  material,  will  not  be  allowed  on  tlie 
grounds  in  any  quantity.  • 
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XV.  All  carts,  wagons,  drays,  &c.,  used  in  the  transportation 
if  supplies,  &c.,  and  persons  not  entitled  to  remain,  must  be  re- 
noved  from  the  grounds   before   9  o'clock,  A.  M.,  of  each  da}'. 

XVI.^^Wherever  two  premiums  are  offered  under  one  premium 
lumber,  the  highest  is  to  be  taken  as  the  first  best  and  the  lower 
Or  second  best. 

XVII.  Premiums  will  be  payable  on  and  after  the  ist  day  of 
November  following  the  Fair  and  if  not  claimed  by  the  ist  day 
)f  January,  1883,  will  be  regarded  as  donated  to  the  Society.

The  track  for  the  trials  of  speed  of  horses  was  built  upon  the  most ; 
approved  plan.     The  plan  was  drawn  by  a  Civil  Engineer  of  New 
York  City,  under  the  direction  of  George  Wilkes,  Esq.,  editor  of 
the  New  York  Spirit  of  the  Times.     The  following  is  an  accurate 
explanation  of  the  track  : 

Length  of  track,  880  yards,  or  half  a  mile  exactly. 

Width  of  track  from  fence-post  to  outside,  40  feet. 

From  inside  to  inside  of  track,  lengthwise,  360  yards. 

From  inside  to  inside  of  track,  cross-wise,  140  yards. 

Length  of  curves,  220  yards  each. 

Length  of  straight  sides,  220  yards  each. 

Curves  are  graded  once  inch  to  the  foot,  from  inside  to  outside. 

The  fence-posts  on  the  inside  of  the  track  are  exactly  three  feet 
from  the  inside  of  the  track,  so  that  a  horse  going  three  feet  from 
the  fence  will  go  exactly  880  yards,  or  half  a  mile.
